engaged a Clergy mansfor one of the Professorships 
at the Elphinstone Institution, It ix our desire, 
however, that this appointment, as well as that of the 
Reverend Doctor Anderson to which you refer in 
your letter, may be regarded ap exevptional, aud. 
that it be understood that the rule of exclusion is 
to be maintained.” 

‘The question having again been brought to the 
notice of the Home Government, ‘the Right Ho- 
norable the Secretary of State, in a Despatch 
No. 15, dated the Ith October last, addressed 
to the Governor General in Council, has thus 
ruled : 

“T have had under my consideration in Council 
your letter duted 1th March (No, 8) 1859, in con 
nesion with the letter of the late Court. of Diree- 
tors of February 1857, and former correspondence 
on the subject of the employment of Christian 
Clergymen in the Educational Departments. 

“ Tt appears to me that arale by which a person 
fifled in other resports for employment in the 
Edneation Department is exeluded simply upon 
the ground that he is a Christian Clergyman, is 
incompatible with the principle on whieh the 
Govermnent of India has been, and ought to be, 
conducted of not sanctioning any partial disabilities 
applicable either to the European or Native Sub- 
jects of Her Majesty. 

“Tn practice there have been several exceptions 
to the mle, and Lam*of opinion that before any 
sach appomtment is wade, not only the character 
of the individual, but the particular position in 
which he1s to be placed, and the efleet_ which muy 
be produced by the appointment, must be tuken 
into careful consideration.”

In ageparate Despatch of the same date and 
like tenor, addressed to the Government of Madras, 
the Secretary of State points out that these ci: 
camstauevs, namely, the character of the indiv: 
dual, the position in whieh he is to be placed, and 
the affect which may be produced by the appoiut- 
ment, were not ruffciently adverted to in a case 
in which a Missionary had been appointed 
Inspector of Schools. 


“Tt ia not to be expected” observes the 
Secretary of State, with reference to this appoint. 
ment, “that the Natives’ of Tndia will readily 


place implicit confidence in an Inspector, who bea. 
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recently been actively engaged in promoting, as 1 
Missionary, their conversion to another Fath.” 


And in tho same Despatch the Secretary of 
State observes, with reference to a ease in which 
an Inspector of Schools in Madras had fuiled to 
conform to the instructions prohibiting the intere 
ference of Inspectors, with the religious instruc tion 
conveved in Schools, that. the circumstance affords 
a suflicient proof of the inexpedieney of employ - 
ing Clergymen in such positions.” 











With reference to the forezoing summary of the 
views of the Home Government. on the subject, | 
the Governor General is plenved to declare that, 
excepting the Ofice of Inspector of Schools, the 
employ ment inthe Education Department. of 
Clergy men or Ministers, af in ather respects they 
are fit for such employment, is not prohibited on 
the ground of their profession, but that no. such 
person is to be so employed without. careful :de 
Sertence to his individual charaeter, to the particu 
lar position in which he will be plived, and to the 
effect which may he produced b¥ 
His Excelleney ixalso pleased to deckure that no 
one who is or hay recently been engaged as a 
Missionary is chygible for such employ ment, and 
that no Clergy man or Minister ean he employed 
in the Office of Inspector of Schools.

Rrsotvrios.—The vast expenditure which 
recent. events have entailed on 
British India has leen fully 
explained to the Legislature and to the Publie, 
financial deficiency thereby produced 
stated without reserve, ‘The causes 
ned, und do still continue to 
occasion, such an enormous ontlay havo been 
recapitulated, The new Taxes which will be raised, 
in order that the deficit, (which may unavoidably 
exist even after the important reduction. of expen 
diture) may be mde up without having r course 
toany more loans, in order that the remaining 
dificulties of the past and the present may be met 
without trenching on the resources of the fature, 
j have been explained in detail. A confident hope 
is entertained that, with the additional aid which 
the Government will now receive fiom its Subjects 
of all creeds and races, the public income wall be 
made equal to the expenditure, and the finances of 
the Empire restored to a suund condition, 

2. Butin order that the burdens of the peo- 
ple may be lightened—in order that the duration 
of certuin of the new Taxes may he shortened, it 
is absolutely necessary that a strict economy be 
exercised. ‘To reduce and requlate expenditure, 
ax fur as may be compatible with the etliviency of 
the Service and the yeneral weal, ix a solemn duty. 
which the Government owes to its Subjects who 
pay the Taxes, While on the one hand the Go- 
vernment requires from its people the Taxes need= 
ed for the defence and Administration of the coun- 
try, it will on the other hand hold itself bound to 
take every precaution for the effective and judi- 
cious application of the monies so levied, 

8. Convineed thut a wise berality does in the 
end conduce to real economy, the Queen’s Go- 
vernment in India has always shown itself’ dise 
posed to maintain the salaries of its servants on @ 
scale that is calculated to secure absolute effi- 
ciency. The present posture of affairs docs now 
render it peeularly necessary that such efficiency 
should be displayed on all matters, great and 
small, which relate to Finance, so that 
everything needed for the good of the Admi- 
nistration may be obtained at the most reasonable 
cost possible. And the Government will demand 
and will positively expeot such economical effi- 
ciency from all ite servants, It is the real inter- 
est as well as the clear duty of all Officers to do 
their utmost for the securing of public economy in 
in all matters, even the most minute. ‘The Go- 
verument grants liberal allowances on the under- 
standing that every effort is uscd for the reduction 
or extinction of all extravagant or unnecessary 
charges: and it relics on the zeal and fidelity of ite’ 
servants in the practicing of such economy.

ltat the Financial Estimates Wrtath yeat may be. 
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arranged, considered and sanetioned by the Su- 
preme Government of India before’ the ye 
commences, The system prevails in Englin 
and it will now be introduced and rigidly curried 
out in India, Before the commencement of each 
Official Yenr the Supreme Government. will re- 
quire careful Estimates to be framed of the antie.- 
pated income and tite proposed expenditure of the 
Empire for the coming year. And after consider 
ing the various objects to be accomplished ix 
zefation to the means and resonrees for such accom 
plishment ; after comparing the past with the 
proposed expenditure ; after weighing the recom- 
mendations of the several Executive Governments 
and the Heads of Departments, the Supreme Go- 
vernment will allot and appropriate to each branch 
of the Service, and to the several detailed heads 
within each branch, specifie sums. The seve 
Executive Governments and the Departments will 
Ve charged with the due application of the suns 
ussigned by the above Act of Appropriation, ‘The 
specific amount assigned will on no mantle 
exceeded. If unforeseen emergency shall neces- 
sitate extraordinary expenditure, the Executive 
Government, or the Local Author y, will represent 
the cage to the Supreme Government, without whose 
sanction no alii expenditure must take 
place,—nnlew the ureney of the cireumstances ix 
sich that applivation for prior sanetion is not pos 
sible, in which case the earliest report must be 
made, with the view of obtaining the subsequent 
sanction of the Finuneial Authorities, 

5. The advantages of this Budget system are 
manifold and obvious ; but they may be briefl 
reeapitulated here :— 

Firstly. —The system ensures a complete review 
beforehand of the income to be expected, and the 
expenditure to be incurred in the year. 
reviews when made alter the event, howe 
valuable they may be, caunol anend the past. 
The money has heen spent, and the work done. 
The experience of those operations and those ex- 
penses cannot affect the Minance of /luf year, 
however well it may serve as a guide for the’ anc- 
ceeding year. Bul when the review takes place 
Lefore the year commenees, then it is one of pre 
vision and not af’ experience,—the reviewing 
authority is the arbiter of schemes which have not 
yet become accomplished fucts : the control is 
then practically operative and effectively complete. 

SeconTly.—Vhe system secures a serutiny of ex- 
penditure whieh would not otheewise be origi- 
nated ; for when the expenditure of the coming 
year is to be adjudged itera by item, recurrence is 
sure to be had to the items of the preceding ye 
‘Phas each part and detail of the expenditur 
periodically revised, the necessity or others 
its continuance, or the possibility of its reduetion, 
is constantly revonsidered, while the reasons of ita 
angmentations are jealously sifted. 

Mirdly.—The exigencies of the expenditure 
having “been prudently considered, the aystem 
eanies the waye and means of meeting euch ex- 
penditure to be brought into immediate compari- 
son.

Where the Estimate 
ras uot already heen transmitted, the Accanutant 
will submit it to the Local Government, which 
Government will eonsider, upon its awn re-ponsi 
Lihty, the various items of Tneome and Expend 
ture, “and having made such revision or remark 
it shall thik necessary, will transmit it to the 
Supreme Government." Where the Estimate has 
liven alveady transmitted te Calentta by the Ace 
comitant, the Local Government will obtain a copy 
of it from that Officer, aud will transmit it tu the 
Supreme Government, after consideration and revi- 
sion as above deseribed. Ttis hoped that this may 
Le doue without difficulty, and with the necessary 
promptitude.

LL. The Budget for the coming year having 
been framed with such degree of precision and 
completeness ax existing cireninstances and the 
shortness of time may permit, it will be equally 
desirable to establish at once an Audit Depart- 
ment which may periodically pass the accounts 
based on the Budyets, and at the close of the 
year may cxamine and’ declare to the Supreme 
Government how far the provisions of the Budget 
have been observed by the Exeeutive Government 
and the Departments, ‘This Audit Board will in 
no wise interfere with or exerewe authority over 
any Exeeutive Government or Department ; but 
it will Le an examining and reporting authority, 

12. After long experience and recent enquiry 
of the most competent hind, an Audit’ Board. of 
this description has heen established in London, 
responsible to Parhament ipimediately. To this 
Bomd the accounts of every Department of the 
State and of every Coloniul Government iy the 
British Empire are periodically submitted. The 
Military and Naval Departments examine’ und 
f ‘ounts in detail, and un Officer 
of d carries on a daily detailed 
Audt of seh accounts; but ultiinately, after such 
detailed Audit of the accounts, an abstract of 
them is sent to the Audit Board in order that the 
aggregate may he finally pussed hy that Board, 
who observe whether the limit of pense appro- 
priated for each part and branch of the Service 
has been observed. In these two Departments 
then, the Andit relates to aggregates rather than 
to detaily; and is culled technically “ the Appro- 
printion of Audit.” In many Departments, how- 
the Andit. Board doca itself audit not only the 
agyregatos, but also the details pertaining to each 
aggregate, and this is called the “ Detailed Audit.” 
In any Department. whatever, whether subjected 
to “Appropriation Audit” or to “Detailed Au- 
dit,” the Board has the power of calling for the 
unthorities, the vouchers, the accounts, of any 
item. The Audit Board permits to itself no 
discretion, and will disallow any sums in excess of 
the authorized limit. And even if, by reason of 
the sufficiency of the authority and voucher for an 
item, the Board shall have finally passed it, not 
withstanding that the expense shall appear to be 
unreasonable, the Board would stil draw atten- 
tion to the capense, so that Government might, if 
it thought fit, adopt remedial measures. Ths 
Audit thus ed for does not occur at the 
clove of the year only, but also month by month, 
For those Departments which are subject to detail- 
ed Andit by the Board, accounts’ are received 
monthly; for those Departments of which the 
aggregates only huve to be audited according 
to the sume appropriated by the Budget, and of 
which abstracts only are received by the Board, 
still the Board deputes officials to proceed to the 
Office of such Department and countessign the 
accounts as they are framed in detail day by day. 


13. Now it is intended to constitute a similar 
Tmperial Audit at Culcutta, with the same func- 
tions and powers as those generally desoribed 
above, With the Audit Department sa well as 
the Budget, the system cannot thoroughly: be 
broaght into play until the close of thd coming 
Official Yeur, But the foundation of the future 
Audit Department will be laid daring this year, 
and the arrangemeots for the .suoseeding year 
1961-62 will be perfected. Each Executive Go 
vernot and each Dypartment will tramemilt, ite:
